Senator Farpis' Eagle Eye. 
Just before adjournment of tlie Leg- 
islature, the whisky element tried to 
"work a rabbit's foot," by slipping 
through a bill wliich would permit tlie 
sale of beer in local option precincts. 
Our own Senator George T. Farris, 
wbo is up to the triclcs of the lobby- 
ists, liad a weather eye out, liowever, 
and lettiM cat oat of tlM bag when 
the bill was up to "]^aoe malt tonics 
under the Jurisdiction of the pare 
food law." Farris, in stentorian tones, 
stated that the object of tlie bill was 
none other than a gigantic scheme to 
authorze the sale of beer in every lo- 
cal option precinct in the state: tliat 
the bill says all malt liquids contain- 
ing less than 5 per cent of alcohol 
shall be classed as non-intoxicating 
food, and if malt tunics and malt ex- 
tracts are plsssed aa liqaid foods, as 
this bill soo^t to dass them, then 
any sort of malt brew, indading beer, 
which contains less than 5 per cent of 
alcohol, could be sold as food anywhere 
in the state and absolutely defeat the 
local option law, so far as prohibiting 
the sale of oeer is concerned. The bill 
was about to slip through without any 
one knowing its real intent, and the 
roll call on its passage had reached 
Farris' name before the cunning 
scheme was exposed. The bill was 
ttea dtfeated. It had passed the 
Hooae alssost unanimously as its hid- 
den Intent was not exposed.
